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HOW COLORS ARE CHOSEN. 


It is only at rare intervals tbat in- 
dividuals or events give a certain col- 
or to the fabrics worn by fashionable 
people. Greens are invariably worn in 
the springtime and especially by Paris- 
ians. Dainty pinks and wild violet 
Shades are also favorites each year. 
Last year Mrs. McKinley’s choice of 
hyacinth blue for some of her gowns 
brought that color into great favor. 

The color and style of ribbons is in- 
fluenced by the silks of the moment. 
When light silks of a special pattern 
run through the summer of one year 
they are followed the next by ginghams 
in the same pattern—in that way fash- 
fonable colors are transmitted from the 
rich to the poor.

RECENT INVENTIONS. 

Oil cans are being made of circular 
shape to be mounted on a central pivot 
and attacheé to the wall of a building, 
a flange on the can turning a friction 
wheel on a vertical shaft with a chim- 
ney cleaner atthe top.

It is only at rare intervals that in- 
dividuals or events give a certain col- 
or to the fabrics worn by fashionable 
people.

Dainty pinks and wiid violet 
shades are also favorites each year. 
Last year Mrs. McKinley’s choice of 
hyacinth blue for some of her gowns 
breught that color into great favor. 

The color and style of ribbons is in- 
fluenced by the silks of the moment.

A handy pencil sharpener just out 
has a casing in which a roughened flat 
grinder is fixed, with a sliding socket 
for the pencil, and a cord fastened 
around the pencil to rotate it as the 
socket slides along.

Calvin Bird, who threatened his wife 
with a revolver Thursday evening. was 
brought down to Justice Child’s office 
for examination Saturday, but on the 
request of the complainant, his father- 
in-law, was released on his own re- 
cognizance.

Bird accepted the news of his release 
in stolid indifference, in fact as if he 
‘were rather sorry than otherwise. When 
asked, however, by the justice if he 
would, for the future, leave his wife en- 
tirely alone, he answered very decidedly 
yes, Saying, “Ive been in trouble ever 
since I have been with these people, and 
if I get out of this I will stay away 
from them for good.”

DISCHARGED. 


Calvin Bird, who threatened his wife 


with a revolver Thursday evening. was 


brought down to Justice Child’s office 
for examination Saturday, but on the 
request of the complainant, his father- 
in-law, was released on his own re- 
cognizance. The wife informed the 
court that she had no desire to prose- 
cute Bird, but simply wished an ar- 
rangement whereby she would be en- 
tirely freed from his presence. She de- 
clares her intention of securing a di- 
vorce as soon as she can earn the 
money necessary for lawyer’s fees and 
the other items of expense which attend 
the severing of the marriag? bond. 

Bird accepted the news of his release 
in stolid indifference, in fact as if he 
were rather sorry than otherwise. When 
asked, however, by the justice if he 
would, for the future, leave his wife en- 
tirely alone, he answered very decidedly 
yes, Saying, “Tve been in trouble ever 
Since I have been with these people, and 
if I get out of this I will stay away 
from them for good.” 

If it ever happens that this charge is 
renewed against Bird it is liable to go 
hard with him. His wife is willing to 
Swear that the revolver was loaded 
when he pulled the trigger, as on its 
failure to þe discharged he looked it 
over carefully, anid she could see that 
each chamber contained a loaded cart- 
ridge. Also, she claims that she has 
positive proof that, after the prelimin- 
ary scene on Thursday afternoon, when 
he tried to frighten her by discharging 
the revolver, he informed a friend that 
he had resolved to take her life. 

In appearance Calvin Bird is short. 
broad shouldered, has a bright, rather 
pleasing face and appears ‘to. be about 
22 years of age. His wife is a comely 
young woman with, however, the jook 
of one who has passed through trouble. 
Their residence is on ‘the corner of 
Pearl and Hamilton st., and the father’s 
home, where the attempted shooting oc- 
curred, is on Chicago ave. 


QUEER FiSnx. 
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In both America-3nd India is recog- 
nized the existence of fish which, at 
the approach of dry weather, burrow 
down into the earth and there hiber- 
nate until a heavy downfall of rain 
brings them to the surface again. 

In Gambia a fish known technically 
as the Protopterus, at the first promise 
of the approaching dry season, begins 
to burrow in the mud at the bottom of. 
a stream and thereinafter spends weeke 
and perhaps months, quite without wa- 
ter, until the rainy season begins and 
once more moistens and floods its sun- 
baked prison, 

The natives of Kottiar are in the hab- 
it of digging every year-in the. sum- 
mer-dry banks of the Vergel river for 
fish, which they dig out by hundreds, 
just as they would potatoes. The mud 
lumps are broken open and the fish, 
perhaps eight or ten inehes long, will 
always be found alive and often frisky, 
as if just removed frum its supposedly 
native element, the water. 

The first amphibious fish ever re- 
marked by a Europen naturalist was 
the now well known climbing perch, 
or Anabas. The tales of the natives 
of India that such fish existed were 
naturally not credited, but Daldorf rẹ- 
ceived ocular demonstrations when he 
was taken by a native to a fast drying 
swamp, from which he was told he 
wouid see the fish walking, using their 
fins as limbs. In effect he did see a 
long procession of this wonderful fish 
deliberately marching over the grass 
from their discarded haunt, in search 
of another where more water could be 
found. later on the same naturalist 
observed these fish climbing small 
palms, presumably in quest of food. 
[n Ceylon the migratory habits of these 
fishes are so well known to the natives 
that when they have stored any in a 
tank inclosure they always cover it to 
prevent the fish from climbing out.

Arrangements have been made for 
the construction of a railroad from 
Oaxaca, Mexico, to Tehauntepec, where 
connection will be made with the Na- 
tional Tehauntepec road. The conces- 
sion has been granted to a Londoner, 
Henry V. Reed. At Oaxaca it will con- 
nect with the Mexican Southern, mak- 
ing direct communication from the City 
of Mexico to the Isthmus of Tehaun- 
tepec. 

The first large auction sale of Amer- 
ican horses occurred in Berlin re- 
cently, 300 animals being sold in 88 
minutes. Drivers and riders brought 
from 700 to 800 marks, or $161 to $184 
apiece.
